New York, July 30.—The Jierald’s 
Leavenworth special says that parties 
from Fort Gibson report the cholera as 
ragiog there to an alarming extent. One 
hundred and twenty-five persous had fled 
from Eliswerth city to escape the disease. 
The average mortality in the placp is 
from ten to twelve persons per day, and 
nine out of every ten who are ‘at- 
tacked die in from seven to fif- 
teen hours.

From 
four to five deaths per day are reported 
at Fort Harker. The scurvy has also 
breken out among the troops at Forts 
Larned and Dodge.
